California Eight-Hour Law, 


The Iniiversal eight-hour law to he .submitted to voters of Califor­ 
nia at next November's election will be read with interest- by Inyo 
county ranchers, dairymen and market gardeners. 
It reads as fol­ 
l o w s : 


' " A n v employer who shall require or permit, or who shall 
suffer or permit any; overseer, superintendent, foreman, or 
other Ajgetit of such efttj)loyer to require or permit any person 
in his employ'to morK'-Abre than eight hours in one day, or 


' ' i p p c e t h a ^ . f o r t y - e i g i i t fi'ours in om yfeek, except in case of., j- 
oxtraordiiiary einerb(!|i'cy caused b y fire, flood or danger 't6' ' 
life or property, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than $50 nor more 
Ijlian $500, or>jmprisoned in the county jail not less than ten 
or more than ninety days, or both so fined and imprisoned." 
The application of a strict eight-hour law to farm labor with­ 
out provision for any overtime work, or overtime pay, in fact pro­ 
hibiting any deal for overtime, has yet to be tried out as an experi­ 
ment. 
Rea<lers interested in agnictdture either as mployers or wage 
earners are better qualified than any others to judgo the measure so 
far as it affects work on the farm. 
As the bill makes no exceptions 
as to farm or any other class of labor, it is worthy of careful study, 
and intfdligeiit 
vting. 


Please observe how cunningly the bill is drafted with a view of 
further cinching the rancher, the dairyman, the citrus fruit grower, 
blacksmith, the publisher, manufacturer, or any one employing help. 
The employer is not, by the express terms of the bill, to permit or 
suffer his foreman or supePititendent to permit an employee to work 
a minute over/^he eight hours spectfie.'d without laying himself liable

The one-sitled and drastic feature of the bill is that the employer, 
or his agent, mut be on the spot to compel his employee to cease 
work I'or the day at the hour, or failing to do so, he will be subje(;t to 
a heavy ne and possibly imprisonment, should his help work overtime. 
And there will be no escape as there will be an army of high-salaried 
sleuths or spies sent broadcast over the state, from a bureau estab­ 
lished for the purpose, charged with the specific duty of 
enforcing 
the law to the letter. 


The cash to meet this added drain upon the .state treasury will 
be wrung from the employi^r.S to be paid out as taxes from the de- 
reased lu-oUts, owing to the shorter hours worked. 
Nor is this all. 
There will be as much as a 25 per cent advance in t h e cost of living, 
as every article proiluced will cost 20 to 25 per cent more. 


The citrus fruit growers and ranchers generally may be driven 
out of business and probably will be along with the 
manufacturer 
and smaller concerns, but we fail to see wherein the laborer is to 
benefit in the common ruin in which all classes will be involved.— 
Owens Valley Herald.

In 
one 
teat 
a 
freshly 
ground sack of flour after sixty 
d a y s 
lost a little over one pound In weight, 
but It gained so much In 
absorption 
tliat It m a d e a gain of several pounds 
In -weight of dough over t h e original 
w e i g h t 
T h e gluten, which Is t h e life 
of t h e flour, also becomes more elastic, 
and t h e flour g r o w s whiter. 


T h e r e is no bettor way for the house­ 
keeper than to keep a barrel or sack of 
flour 
whore it will be dry and exposed 
to t h e air and also to keep a q u a n t i t y 
of flour sifted and ready for use.—New 
York Sun.
